He is one of the 
greatest landed proprietors at. Lahore, but his intellectual 
qualifications are small. §He possesses a smattering of 
Urdu, bat he does not know English at all. We should 
not be surprised if he proves a failure, and again affords the 
district officers an opportunity of condemning all natives as 
incapable of managing their local affairs, It is the business 
of the Local Governments to see that none but competent 
‘men are selected for presidentships. It: is simply ‘prepos- 
terous that a man who is entirely ignorant of English 
should be made president. It is not necessary that a presi- 
dent should be of royal extraction. He should be a man of 
tolerably good position and of high intellectual’ attainments. 

There is no dearth of such persons at Fyzabad, Lahore, or 
any other place. But the difficulty is that such persons 
are not in the good books of the district officers. If the 
Local Governments desire the success of the local self-govern- 
ment scheme, they should make it a point to secure the 


admission of able men to the municipal and ‘the local 
boards.
